Confidential Informant T-l, of known reliability, advised that the 
Huks are Comm unist led, and that the Ph ilip pine Government has seized 
publications and propaganda literature issued by the Huks to support this 
charge* The Informant stated there are about 10,000 active Huks in the 
Philippine Islands, of whom 5*000 are armed. 

According to the Informant, the only evidence of a foreign power 
aiding the Huks is against the Communist Government of China, and it has been 
reliably reported to T-l that there are about 500,000 Chinese in the Philippine 
Islands, of which about one-half entered the country illegally.

T-l, of known reliability, advised on August 28, 1951, that he is 
well acquainted with HILARI0 CAMIN0 M0MCAD0 and that he considers him to be 
a racketeer who is not interested in politics unless he can make financial 
gain as a result thereof. Informant considers M0NCAD0 to be clever, but 
unscrupulous. Informant advised that all during his acquaintanceship with 
M0NCAD0 the latter has bitterly fought Communism and is against the 
Hukbalahap movement in the Philippine Islands. Further, according to in¬ 
formant, MONCADO'has professed strong Filipino nationalistic tendencies, 
but obviously prefers life in the United States. T-l stated that M0NCAD0 
has never denied that he "weeds" Filipinos out of money.

Informant advised that on a recent occasion he learned that MONCADO 
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LA 105-855 

was facing deportation proceedings by the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service and that he expects to go-to Canada or Mexico and possibly re¬ 
turn to the United States legally following his stay at either of the above 
two places. T-l stated that in view of the deportation proceedings MONCADO 
may be somewhat, bitter against the United States and .possibly vindicative* 
but that he probably would not take any personal action. 


A review of Immigration and Naturalization Service file A-7513915 
entitled HILARIO CAMINO MONCADO on July 11, 1951., reflected that MONCADO 
and his wife, DIANA TO!

T-3, of known reliability, advised on August 25, 1951, that 
LARRY MOJICA PORTILLA was employed by the Don the Beachcomber Cafe, 1727 
North" KcCadaeri Street, Hollywood, California, as -Head waiter and had been 
employed by that cafe since 1937. Personnel records at the above res¬ 
taurant reflected that PORTILLA resided at 4116 Melrose Avenue, Los Angeles; 
that his. Social Security Number was 569-12-8961; that he was born in 
Manila, Philippine Islands, March 13, 1907; and-had been residing in the 
United States for seventeen years. Records further reflected that he had 
a brother, one NICK M. PORTILLA, residing at 1070 Ilex Avenue, Pacoima, 
California. 

T-3 advised that PORTILLA earned approximately $150 per week as a 
head waiter and had additional income by selling mint to the Hollywood 
Beachcomber Cafe, as well as to the Beachcomber Cafe in Chicago, Illinois. 
T-3 guessed that the additional income was between $150 and $200 a

T-4, of known reliability, advised that PORTILLA had made statements 
to the effect that he considered the Filipino Federation of America, headed 
by MONCADO, to be an organization based on religious beliefs and that it 
was in no way connected with- the Hukbalahaps.■ According to this infor¬ 
mant, PORTILLA had expressed the opinion that this organization was pri¬ 
marily engaged in obtaining funds for MONCADO himself and that secondarily 

it aided Filipinos in the United States. He said that he was not nowand 
never had been a member of this Federation. 

Regarding the Hukbalahap movement in California, PORTILLA expressed 
the opinion that this movement is very weak and that if any Huks exist

Records of the Institute of Pacific Relations* maintained 
at Sunset Farm* Lee* Massachusetts* were reviewed by Special Agents 
of the New York and Boston Offices from May 10* 1950, to June 2, 1950. 
The documents were reviewed with the express permission and cooperation 
of Edward C. Carter, former Secretary General of the International 
Secretariat, IPR, and also former Executive Secretary of the American 
IPR, Inc. The present Executive Secretary of the American IPR* also 
voluntarily authorized the review of these documents. 


Among these records was a letter from Edward C. Carter 
to Frederick V. Field, American Council,Institute of Pacific 
Relations* Inc.* 129 East 52nd Street* New York City, dated 9-28-36, 
in which the following appeared. 

On Saturday I sOT ^Doroteo Vite in 'Wash.* where he 
is finishing his MA. thesis'* at G ♦ W. U. on the "neutralization 
of the Philippines." 


I think that Roy Veatch is right that he is a hard 
worker, honest and conscientious. He certainly wouldn*t have’ 
worked his way through the Univ. of Calif, in L. A. and now 
through the graduate course of G. W. U. unless he had good 
resistance and a capacity for hard work. 


I have told Veatch that I have no position for 
him on the Pacific Council staff. He is* however* well worth 
your watching, and if ever you are able to provide for a re¬ 
search fellowship on your staff for a Filipino* I believe you 
couid render Vite and the Philippine people a great service 
by giving him a year of intensive training in your office. 


Other correspondence among the records reflected that 
Roy Veatch, attached to the United States Department of State * was 
interested in getting a position for Doroteo Vite with the Institute 
of Pacific Relations.. On September 11* 1935* Roy Veatch addressed 
a letter to Yfilliam Lockwood of the IPR. In this letter he stated 
that he had engaged a Filipino student from George Washington 
University Graduate School to help him on a study and that^the basic 
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work was completed. On. July 15, 1936, Veatch addressed a letter to 
Lockwood in which he - recommended Doroteo Vite, a Filipino who had 
just finished his Master* s work at George Washington University and 
stated that Vite was thorough, dependable,. Honest and conscientious. 

' Letters to the' FBI from the Embassy of» the Philippines, 
Washington, D. C. in June, 1948, reflected that Doroteo Vite sighed 
as Third- Secretary and Vice Consul at the Embassy of the. Philippines

An examination of the files of the U. S. Immigration and 
Naturali^dfeiriSn Service at Seattle, Washington, reveals that on August 
31, 1^/t^CRIS MANSALVAS was served with a warrant of arrest, which 
warrcfnt fsUates that "From evidence it appears MANSALVAS entered this 
country at San Francisco during 1927 and has been found in violation 
of the Immigration laws and is subject to deportation pursuant to the 
following provisions of law and for the following reasons, to wit:

Similar charges were filed againp^XERNESTO ARCEBAL MANGAOANG, 
who was served with a warrant of arrest on lJune 28, 1949, and a similar 
charge was filed against GEORGE DUMLAO, otherwise known as JORGE 
MENDOZA DUMLAO, who was served with a warrant of arrest on November 1, 
1949 and ordered deported on January 16, 1951* 

The files of the U. S. Immigration Service reveal ; that 
CRIS MANSALVAS was born at San Miguel, Pangasian, Philippine Islands, 
on June 21, 1909, he being the son of MAT and MARGARET DE LARNO 
MkNSALVAS, both natives of the Philippine Islands. His alien registra¬ 
tion number is given as 5414399, and his Social Security Number is set 
forth as 573-10-3815. It appears that MANSALVAS attended for a brief 
period Southwestern University, California Christian College and 
Los Angeles City College, Los Angeles, California. 

MANSALVAS entered the United States through the port of 
Victoria, B. C., on July 10, 1907, aboard the SS Bnpress of Russia. 

The records failed to reveal at what port or place of entry MANSALVAS 
came into the United States. He arrived in the United States under 
the name of CRISPULO MENSALVAG. 

The files of the U. S. Immigration and Naturalization Service 
revealed that ERNESTO ARCEBAL MANGAOANG, also known as ERNESTO ARCEBAL 
MANAOANG, and as ERNESTO MANANOUNG, was born in the Philippine Islands 
on February 22, 1902, at LaUnion, he being the son of SANTIAGO and JUNA 
MANGAOANG, both natives of the Philippine Islands. He attended high 
school at LaUnion, Philippine Islands, and from 1930 to 1934 he attended 
the Northwest School of Commerce at Portland, Oregon. He entered the 
United States Army on October 16, 1942, and was discharged therefrom 
because of being overage on March 20, 1943. On July 18, 1934, 

MANGAOANG was arrested by the Sheriff’s Office at Portland, Oregon, 
charged with syndicalism, 

MANGAOANG‘s alien registration number is 3195603. His Social 
Security Number is 544*03-2960, and his FBI number is 3187836. 

The files of the U. S. Immigration and Naturalization 
Service reveal tha'^SORGE MENDOZA DUMLAO arrived at Vancouver, B. C., 
on April 5, 1926. >Tne records are silent as to the port of entry into 
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the United States. He was born at Sta Maria Illocos Sur, Philippine 
Islands, April 23, 1904. DUMLAO resides at 219 Northwest 3rd Avenue, 
Portland, Oregon.' 


CRIS MANSALVAS and ERNESTO MANGAOANG, from information 
furnished by T-l, T-2 and T-3, of known reliability, have been active 
in the Communist Party in Seattle, Washington, for a great many years, 
T-2 advises that at the present time MANSALVAS and MANGAOANG continue 
their activity in the Northwest Committee for the Protection of the 
Foreign Born, which is the Seattle Branch of the American Committee for 
the Protection of the Foreign Born, which is on the Attorney General*s 
list of subversive organizations. 


T-3 has advised that MANSALVAS and MANGAOANG, from April 1938 
through 1946 and perhaps later have been active in the Cannery Branch 
of the Communist Party, which branch is made up of the Filipino members 
of what is now known as Local 7-C, International Longshoremen and 
Warehousemens Union. Local 7-C, ILWU, is the successor organization 
to the United Agricultural, Cannery and Packing House Workers of 
America, CIO, which is now defunct. 

The case against MANSALVAS and MANGAOANG, as well as against 
DUMLAO, is based upon their Communist Party activities in the Cannery 
Workers Branch thereof. 


MANSALVAS up until the early part of 1951 was president of 
Local 7-C, ILWU., The position of president has been discontinued 
and all business of the said local is now conducted by the business 
agent thereof in the person of ERNESTO MANGAOANG.

T-7 is most certain that if MANGAOANG, DUMLAO or MANSALVAS 
were doing anything to aid or assist the Huk movement in the Philippine 
Islands he would know about it. It might be stated here that this 
witness because of his dislike for MANGAOANG, MANSALVAS and DUMLAO 
would make any information he possessed concerning them available.

his attention indicating that MANGAOANG, MANSALVAS and DUMLAO have

continually followed the Communist Party line in their union activity; 
that the referred to three Filipinos do not like him and he does not

friend of any of them; that he has never heard it said that any of 
them are now or have in the past been active in support of the Huk 
movement in the Philippine Islands.

I. ORGANIZATION AND LEADERSHIP

The Communist Party of the Philippines (CPP), an 
illegal organization, is presently headed.by a three-man body 
called the Secretari at or the Politburo. These three men are 
1 (^HERNANDO ABAYA,,' and PEDRO TARHC. Jg ho 

represent peasant, laBor, and intellectual groups/. "A 7 Secre- 
tariat St^ff of 14 members reports directly to the Secretariat. 

In the organizational structure, there is also a Central Com¬ 
mittee under which the following bodies are organized: 

Political Intelligence Bureau , 

City Committee 

Intellectual Group 

Labor Group

Provincial Committee 

People’s Liberation Army

The foregoing bodies are further divided into groups, 
sections and cells. The total active membership of the party 
is still estimated at 2500 with perhaps 4,000 active sympathizers 
and a somewhat v/ider support base of 7,000. The principal 
activity centers in Manila where four groups—labor, student, 
intellectual, and city committee—arp/active. « 

The People’s Liberatioiy^Army (HMB), is generally con¬ 
sidered £0 be~the military"arm </£ the Communist Party. The 
mai^ HMB area is Pampanga Province where active HHB members 
are estimated to number 68 with approximately 555 II?,IB cadres 
in the Angeles City area, neighboring Clark Air Base. In 
Central Luzon, the HMB has a mass base of 5,522, but it leans

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heavily on the support of some 310 sympathizers. Small bands 
also operate in remote areas where their arms and show of force 
convince the peasants and villagers that the HUB is still 
highly organized and equipped^ The recognized. Commander of 
the HUB is SUMULONG,* who is under the leadership of PEDRO TARUC, 
HMB Chairman and member of the Secretariat, CPP. 

The Chinese Bureau is a communist organization com- ' 
posed of Chinese Nationals who are permanent residents of the 
Philippines or temporary visitors. The Chinese Bureau (CB) 
refuses to be aligned with or under the control of the CPP. 

This independence from the CPP dates back to World War II 
when the CB formed its own armed unit to fight the Japanese * 
occupation forces. Contact betv/een the CPP and the CB is 
conducted by members of the Political Bureau, CPP, under direct 
supervision of the General Secretary. Any contact betv/een the 
CB and the CPP is at the discretion of the CB. Numerous CPP 
members feel the party is ''begging” the CB for financial 
assistance, which has been promised. In turn, the CPP has 
been asked to denounce the Communist Party of the Soviet Union 
as "Revisionist". Source feels there is definite contact 
between the CB and the Secretariat, CPP, at the present time, 
concerning financial matters. 

II. OBJECTIVES AND EFFECTIVENESS 

While the ultimate objective or the CPP continues 
to be the establishment of a Communist government, some of the 
ways and means of attaining the objective have been changed 
or modified. 

The several secondary objectives to the ultimate 
objective generally make up a blueprint for conquest of national 
power. In essence, the blueprint assumes the following steps. 

Achievement of a socialist form of government which 
. would eventually lead to the final objective of setting 
up a communist government.

Establishment of a "New Democracy".

The overthrow of the "imperialist-feudal domination" 
of the Philippines and the establishment of a "Filipinistic 
government". 
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This blueprint indicates emphasis on a political struggle; 
but the CPP still believes in the use'of '’armed struggle" as 
the shortest route to the achievement of national political 
power *' 

Essentially, then the most logical first step is to 
create conditions favorable to a revolutionary crisis in the 
country which would signal the implementation of an armed 
revolution. The present CPP program of action involves the 
implementation of both subversive and insurgent activities. 

The subversion route includes intensification of recruitment, 
training, organization infiltration, agitation and propaganda; 
extensive use of united front tactics; establishment of exten¬ 
sive financing; and all-out election participation. The 
insurgency route includes a continuation of limited insurgent 
activities, and a buildup of military capabilities through 
recruitment, training, organization, procurement of military 
armament and equipment, and intensification of sabotage and 
espionage activities. 

More significant than actual evidence of insurgent 
activities of the CPP is the presence of their five-year 
project which is a phased buildup of their insurgent capability 
terminating in the achievement of military goals at the end 
of five years. 

Although it is very doubtful whether the CPP can 
attain their final objective within the time-table they have 
set, indications point to their having started the implementa¬ 
tion of this project. Such a step could definitely cause an 
improvement over their present military capability. 

In connection with CPP insurgent activities of the 
past,’over 250 liquidations have been attributed ;to the CPP , 
since 1960. 

v ■ - / 

Equally disturbing is the fact that starting in 
1964, more bands of HMB's have been reported in Central Luzon 
and the Southern Tagalog regions. Also where previously only 
small bands of 3 or 4 HMBs were sighted, in 1966 bigger bands 
of 15 or.more were reported. This tends to indicate a growing 
boldness on the part of the HMB - a boldness that may have 
grown out of either an increased mass support or an increased 
capability for armed action against government forces. 
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Because of the insular nature of the Philippines 
that would render extremely difficult the successful sending 
of logistical aid from a foreign country for the C3?P, the CPP 
has strived to solve their logistics problems with resources 
at hand. This was one of the main causes of the defeat of 
the CPP forces at the hands of government forces at the time 
they implemented the /’armed struggle" during the early 1950s. 

In areas where the CPP exercises a relatively greater 
influence (Central Luzon), the CPP has an organized collection 
schedule covering farm owners, fishermen, businessmen, lumber¬ 
men, etc. In addition, they have been reported to have organ¬ 
ized fund-raising ventures as benefits, raffles and even 
gambling activities. In some cities and in Central Luzon, 
the CPP has also been reported to have engaged in business 
activities as transportation, sari-sari store chains and other 
commercial activities. Also, some reports indicate CPP involve¬ 
ment in smuggling ventures. Lastly, there are indications 
that the CPP is presently receiving undetermined amounts of 
financial aid from the Chinese Communist Party in the Philippines 

The CPP has been clandestinely procuring loose fire¬ 
arms from civilians and firearms and ammunition from US bases 
and Philippine military installations.- To give an idea of 
the extent of the CPP gains in their subversive activities, 
the following concrete examples are presented as the sum total 
effect of the CPP successes in recruitment, infiltration* 
propaganda and creation of front organization activities: 

Youth and Students - The CPP has successfully infil¬ 
trated 9, attained influence in 15, and gained control of 18, 
organizations. In addition, the CPP has successfully caused 
the creation of the Kabataang Malcabayan (KM), which is sus¬ 
pected to be the national front organization for youth/students. 

- Labor - The CPP has successfully infiltrated several 
unions and federations, and attained influence/control in 68 
unions and 19 federations. In addition, the CPP has success¬ 
fully caused the creation of the Lapiang Manggagawa (IAI), 
which is suspected to be the national front organization for 
Labor. . t . . 

Peasants - The CPP has successfully infiltrated and 
controlled most of the peasant organizations in Central Luzon,

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Laguna and Quezon. In addition, it has successfully caused 
the creation of the Malayang Samahang Magasasalia (Masaka) 
and the Philippine Council of Agrarian Tforkers (PGAW) (which 
has a reported membership strength of 1.5 million), which are 
considered national front organizations for the peasant groups. 

Civic-Socio G r oups - The CPP has successfully 
organized the Kapisanan Tinig Ng Bayan (KTNB), which is con¬ 
sidered the National front organization for civic-socio group 
.and intellectuals. 

In addition to the above national front organizations, 
the .CPP has successfully organized the Allied Committee To 
Improve Our Nation (ACTION), which is suspected to be the 
rallying organization for the unemployed and counts on repre¬ 
sentation from youth/students, intellectuals, labor, peasants, 
and other civic-socio organizations. 

III. POTENTIAL • . 


Figures available show that the CPP has increased its 
membership strength. Although this increase in strength does 
not place them in a footing to cause internal disorder equal 
to that in 1950, this increase may serve as a warning that the 
party has recovered from its past debacle and has achieved a 
capability to widen its base of operation and slowly strive to 
attain its goals. 

The CPP has achieved relatively significant gains 
in their infiltration activities. Their gains are greatest 
among the "Labor, Youth/Student and Peasant Groups, and which 
run true to Communist dogmas that these groups represent the 
main forces of the Communist revolution. These groups have 
been most active in recent demonstratipns, both against the 
government and against the main target of tlieir agitation- 

propaganda activities, the United States. * 

«* • 

Among the intellectuals, religious and other groups, 
and in the government, their gains are considered limited and 
relatively insignificant. However, it is in the creation of 
Front Organizations that the CPP has made their biggest gains. 
This is mainly attributable to their successfully infiltrating 
several legitimate organizations and eventually gaining 
influence or control of said organizations. The CPP has 
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successfully effected the organization of one national front 
organization for the youth/Student group, two national front 
organizations for the Peasant Group, and one front organization 
for the unemployed and other groups. The constitution of 
these front organizations reveals an ambitious plan to fully 
saturate the entire country with a grass-root type of organiza¬ 
tion. Likewise, these front organizations have not only been 
on the forefront of, but also successfully served as effective 
rallying points for demonstrations directed by the CPP. They 
have also served to effect a wider coverage for communist 
propaganda and agitation activities. 

Although the CPP has directed all-out participation 
in local and national electionstheir successes are relatively 
insignificant taken in the light of successfully catapulting 
their own or selected candidates into elective position. In 
Central Luzon, where their ..greatest influence is felt, they 
have only successfully infiltrated the lower levels of govern¬ 
ment as barrio councils, and caused the election of a few 
mayors. As seen, therefore, in this light, their successes 
are considered relatively insignificant and not alarming. 


Concern has been voiced in Intelligence circles, 
however, about the substantial influence that several Party 
members and sympathizers apparently have within th e Marcos 
Administration. These include such individuals as I L 


The Marcos Administration is currently working 
actively to establish trade and cultural ties with the Soviet 
Union, looking toward formal diplomatic' relations as soon as 
possible. While this is not an indication that the Philippine 
Government is favoring communism, it is an indication the 
Government is working toward a condition within the country 
v/hich v/ill permit greater liaison between the CPP and the 
parties of the communist nations. Greater interest in improved 
relations with Communist China appears evident by the exchango 
of. visitors, Congressmen, and students between the Philippines 
and Communist China. 
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In American Embassy circles it is believed that the 
Marcos Administration is the last hope that democracy as we 
know it will prevail in the Philippines if ?Jarcos fails to 
stop the cancer which is undermining the nation’s economy and . 
political system, namely, smuggling of products and Chinese, 
serious, crippling corruption which pervades the Government 
and police, and the absence of peace and order. If the current 
trend continues unchecked, a dissatisfied electorate or a 
dissatisfied populace with throw its weight in the direction 
of any change which promises* an improvement. The CPP is 
actively working and waiting for just such a public state of 
impatience to implement their objectives. As of the present, 
political organisations in the Philippines do not offer a 
radical or definite change from the status-quo. Any political 
change considered necessary would practically and of necessity 
be in the direction of a‘’’new democracy” or socialism, a 
prelude to a communist form of government.

I. ORGANIZATION AND' LEADERSHIP 

- A Communist Party of the Philippines (CPP) Central 
Committee conference, previously scheduled to be held before 
the end of March, 1967, was postponed. The conference is to- 
be re-scheduled for September or October, 1967. In the interim, 
the CPP Secretariat Staff decided to form a temporary Political 
Bureau to act as the official CPP executive body until the 
Central Committee-can elect a Political Bureau. On 3/27/67 a 
meeting of the CPP Secretariat Staff was held to select the 
temporary Political Bureau members. Temporary Political Bureau 
members were selected as follows : 



With the selection of a temporaryPolitical Bureau, 
tho Secretariat Staff will no longer exist. The body formerly 
known as the Secretariat Staff will now be known as the 
Political Bureau. Additionally, the former CPP Secretariat, 
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w ? s composed of three men independent of the Secretariat 
Staff, is no longer recognized. The body now lsnown as the’ 
Secretariat consists of the General Secretary, the Organize— 
^iPfial Dept. Chairman and the Educational -Dept*. Chairman, all 
of wnom are members of the Political Bureau. Under the new 
organisation, the Finance, Communications and Trade Union 

are under ' fche Organisational Dept., and the Political 
Intelligence Bureau is under the General Secretary.

ana has refused to place himself under the control 
of the CPP leadership. He also is reportedly going to Japan 
in May, 1967 at the request of the Socialist Party of r Japan, 
but the real reason for the trip is said to be to report to 
the Chinese Communists. 

III.. POTENTIAL 


• The Party currently is undergoing leadership reorgan¬ 
ization as well as a certain amount of strife between certain 
segments with respect to the ideological split. It however, 
could be on the verge of excellent growth. The economic 
situation in the Philippines is certainly not improving, rice 
prices are going up, employment is in short supply, and wages- 
are not keeping pace with price increases. Tliis always pro¬ 
vides fertile soil for sowing dissatisfaction. Additionally, 






the Philippines is considering trade with Iron Curtain and 
Bamboo Curtain countries. This trade is to be on a government- 
to-government basis and because of this, diplomatic recognition 
might follow. Any such trade or interchange cannot but help 
the CPP. * 

The CPP has inaugurated youth development by virtue 
of its front groups, and is sending small “units throughout 
the provinces to create support for its aims. 

The H?^B, allegedly the para-military arm of the CPP, 
is reportedly becoming stronger and expanding its influence 
into hitherto untouched areas. There does not, however, seem 
to be a complete agreement on objectives and procedures between 
the IIXJK leadership and the Party leadership. 

Over-all, the possibility of the CPP becoming more 
powerful rather than declining, seems the more likely. 
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
